The rules 
provide that it be composed of the 
members of the Executive Council, 
Section Chairmen (unless the Sec- 
tion shall elect a delegate other 
than the chairman), the Associa- 
tion’s delegates to the American 
Bar Association, and delegates 
elected from each judicial district 
corresponding in number to the 
present number of judges in such 


have elected their delegates, and 
you have elected Jean B. Cain, of 
Falls City, chairman. You will 
note that all sections of our State 
and all units of the organized bar 
have representation, so that they 
should, and I am sure they will, 
truly reflect the thinking and the 
wishes of our membership, or the 
greater part thereof. They will 
receive and act upon reports of 
committees and section chairmen, 
initiate such policies for the Asso- 
ciation as may be deemed advis- 
able, and exercise all of the powers 
of the Association not otherwise 
specifically designated, subject to 
the action of the membership, and 
shall report to the annual meet- 
ing a summary of its actions. It 
will be necessary, therefore, for 
the Assembly to convene only the 
morning of the 14th, and again 
briefly late on the afternoon of the 
15th. The balance of the time will 
be devoted to the programs of the 
several sections. 

The Section on real estate and 
trust law has arranged a program 
dealing with probate and title 
questions that every practitioner 
meets constantly. These are “bread 
and butter” subjects, a discussion 
of which will be helpful to every 
lawyer. The Section on taxation 


will present a program dealing 
with state property tax and estate 
planning problems common to us 
all. The Insurance and Adminis- 
trative Law Sections are complet- 
ing programs which, I am told, will 
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be aimed at everyday questions 
we all encounter. These are all 
down-to-earth programs designed 
to furnish ideas about and help 
clarify the common problems ev- 
ery Nebraska lawyer encounters 
daily in his practice. I know you 
will get helpful ideas and sugges- 
tions and maybe an answer to 
some of your current problems 
from them. 

The Junior Bar Section has ar- 
ranged for the attendance of Mr. 
Luther M. Bang of Austin, Minne- 
sota, Chairman of the Committee 
on Fees and Law Office Manage- 
ment of the Minnesota State Bar, 
who will head a panel on “How to 
Make Your Law Practice Pay.” 
Mr. Bang discussed this subject at 
the recent meeting of the Ameri- 
can Bar Association in Chicago. 
The Minnesota Bar has made some 
exhaustive surveys in this field 
and I am told Mr. Bang is one of 
the best informed men in the coun- 
try on the subject. He illustrates 
his remarks with slides, and his 
studies and analyses include and 
cover the small town and the lone 
practitioner as well as his big-city 
brother and the large firms. You 
will be surprised at what some of 
their studies show. This is a pro- 
gram that should appeal to every 
lawyer and one from which every 
lawyer can benefit. 

In this last issue of the Journal 
in this Association year I would 
like to record my gratitude for 
the excellent cooperation received 
throughout the year from the Ex- 
ecutive Council, the Secretary, 


the Public Service Director, Com- 


mittee Chairmen, and the mem- 
bers generally. No call to service 
has been refused. Some Commit- 
tees, such as those on public serv- 
ice, judiciary, legislation, unau- 
thorized practice of law, and the 
Special Committee charged with 
revising the rules for the govern- 
ment of Sections, in particular, 
have given freely a great deal of 
time and energy. Individuals, 
particularly those who partici- 
pated in the two tax clinics, have 
been generous in the expenditure 
of time, talent and experience, 
without compensation or reward.

a member of the Council of the 
Section on Taxation of the Amer- 
ican Bar Association and Special 
Consultant on Taxation of Part- 
nerships for the American Law In- 
stitute, discussed “Changes Af- 
fecting Partnerships and Partners.” 
His panel members were Thomas 
M. Davies, a member of the Lin- 
coln Bar and Paul A. Phillips, Pro- 
fessor of Law at the University of 
Nebraska, College of Law. 

The final session of the institute 
was devoted to “Changes in the 
Taxation of Income of Estates and 
Trusts; Estate and Gift Tax 
Changes” by Lloyd W. Kennedy of 
Chicago, assisted by Barton H. 
Kuhns of Omaha and Thomas B. 
Roberts of Des Moines, Iowa. Mr. 
Kennedy is well known as an au- 
thor and lecturer in his field. 

The panel members dealing with 
each subject prepared a compre- 


hensive synopsis which was an 
outline of the topic covered by the 
principal speaker. These synopses 
were printed in booklet form with 
plastic ring binder for ease in use 
and distributed to all in attend- 
ance. Each synopsis was followed 
by blank pages for the taking of 
notes. Such synopses now become 
a valuable part of each attorney’s 
tax library. 

This great institute was present- 
ed by the Nebraska State Bar As- 
sociation as a service to the mem- 
bers of the profession residing 
within the ten state area involved 
without registration fee or charge 
of any kind. The fact that so 
many lawyers traveled such great 
distances to attend, attests not only 
the high quality of the program 
but the genuine interest that has 
been developed through the asso- 
ciation’s program of continuing 
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legal education. 

This was the first Institute to be 
held in any state after the provi- 
sions of the new Code were agreed 
upon by the Senate and the House 
of Representatives, in fact, the 
Conference Committee report was 
filed during the opening of the In- 
stitute. Since the Nebraska In- 
stitute, similar ones have been held 
in several states under the aus- 
pices of state bar associations. 
With the exception of Nebraska, 
all other institutes have had a reg- 
istration fee ranging from $30 to 
$75. It has never been the policy 
of the Nebraska State Bar Associa- 
tion to charge its members a fee 
for attendance at one of its insti- 
tutes, but rather to absorb the 
cost out of association funds de- 
rived from members’ dues. De- 
spite the fact that no speaker at 
this, or any other, institute con-

ducted by this association has ever 
received an honorarium for his 
participation, the association pro- 
gram of Continuing Legal Educa- 
tion requires a substantial amount 
of money. The association defrays 
the actual expense of travel and 
subsistence of the institute speak- 
ers and a considerabe sum was re- 
quired to print the synopses which 
were distributed without charge 
to all who attended. The actual 
expense involved in the July in- 
stitute was slightly in excess of 
$4,000, but the officers of the asso- 
ciation, and certainly those who 
attended the sessions, feel that the 
funds of the association could not 
be applied to a more worthwhile 
activity for the benefit of associa- 
tion members. This policy of pre- 


senting institutes without requir- 
ing a registration fee is so unique 


among bar associations throughout

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the country that it has been la- 
beled as “The Nebraska Plan” by 
the officers of the American Law 
Institute, which sponsors many in- 
stitutes each year for state and 
local bar associations. Those who 
favor the requirement of a regis- 
tration fee argue that lawyers will 
attach more value to an institute 
if they are asked to pay a fee and 


concede that the imposition of a 
fee reduces attendance, but the 


officers of the Nebraska State Bar 
Association have felt that it was 
better to make institute programs 
available to all members without 
fee and thus increase attendance 
rather than to attempt to make 
each institute self sustaining. 


HR 9922 IS VITAL TO ALL ATTORNEYS 


The following “Letter to the Edi- 
tor” is reprinted from the Wall 
Street Journal of September 7, 
1954 with the permission of the 
writer. Mr. Otterbourg, a distin- 
guished member of the New York 
Bar, and a former chairman of the 
Committee on Unauthorized Prac- 
tice of the American Bar Associa- 
tion, makes an able statement as 
to the importance to lawyers of 
HR 9922. Every lawyer should be 
alerted to the consequences to the 
profession and to the public which 
are inherent in this proposed legis- 
lation.

Mr. Otterbourg’s letter follows: 
Editor, The Wall Street Journal: 

On August 18, under “Tax Re- 
port,” you printed that “some law- 
yers seek a tax monopoly, account- 
ants claim,” and that a “purpose- 
ful minority” in bar associations 
are “trying to take away from ac- 
countants a substantial part of tax 
practice and make it a monopoly.” 

Since 1934, in U. S. Treasury 
Department circular 230, which 
regulates the appearance for tax- 
payers by accountants and lawyers, 


there has been provided the fol- 
lowing: 

“That nothing in the regulations 
in this part shall be construed as 
authorizing persons not members 
of the bar to practice law.” 

A small handful of accountants 
who are determined to obtain spe- 
cial privileges for themselves to 
practice law when such practice 
necessarily includes all other kinds 
of law, have launched a campaign 
which threatens the existing good 
relations between the two profes- 
sions. 

The lawyers have never sought 
any monopoly in this field and are 
not responsible for the present 
situation. The, campaign, led un- 
der the respected name of the 
American Institute of Accountants, 
seeks: 

To get the above sentence out 
of the Treasury regulations. The 
Treasury put it in originally in 
1934 just because it wanted to be 
sure that when really law ques- 
tions were involved, they would 
be presented by competent and 
qualified persons and because the 
Treasury did not want to inter- 
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fere with the criminal and other 
statutes passed by many states for 
the protection of the public that 
law should be practiced by persons 
admitted as lawyers after years of 
study in all branches of law, of 
certified good character required 
to uphold their professional stand- 
ards and subject to court disci- 
pline. 

To prohibit, through a bill known 
as H. R. 9922, the Treasury from 
making any rule which will pre- 
vent any person from practicing 
tax law by making it unnecessary 
for him to belong to any learned 
profession. 

Lawyers did not start this agita- 
tion. They were getting along 
very well with the 30,000 or more 
splendid certified public account- 


ants throughout the country. Gen- 
erally speaking, certified public ac- 
countants call in lawyers and law- 
yers call in accountants when their 
joint skills are needed. There is 
plenty of room for each profession 
in its proper field. 

However, there are a few ac- 
countants who try to over-reach 
the members of their own profes- 
sion. Four important cases of this 
kind have been decided by the 
highest courts of New York, Minne- 
sota, Florida and now California, 
all to the effect that the account- 
ants there involved were practic- 
ing law and should stop it. 

Certain estimable gentlemen, in- 
fluential in the accountants’ soci- 
eties, fear that these state court 
decisions may be felt by them per- 
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sonally. Hence this sudden drive 
to change existing laws and stat- 
utes. 

The house of delegates of the 
American Bar Association has 
unanimously condemned the pro- 
posed radical change in Treasury 
Department circular 230. H. R. 
9922 has been condemned as a bad 
piece of legislation and contrary to 
public interest by the association 
section of taxation, the section of 
administrative law and the com- 
mittee on unauthorized practice of 
the law. 

Let there be no misconception: 
Lawyers do not object to account- 
ants drawing income tax returns, 
which practice for many years has 
obtained. It is curious, however, 
that the huge refunds which our 
Government makes annually arise 
in large part because of proven 
mistakes of law. Were such mis- 
takes ascertained earlier, either by 
the businessmen involved or the 
Government itself, the administra- 
tion of the tax laws could be more 
effective and cheaper for all con- 
cerned. 

Businessmen know that their tax 
questions often involve questions 
of partnership, corporation, trus- 


teeship and inheritance law and 
many other laws, to say nothing 
of the interpretation of stockhold- 
ers’ agreements, corporate minutes 
and the like, and the application of 
conflicting courts decisions there- 
on. Such matters certainly require 
a trained lawyer’s services. Self- 
styled tax law experts, without 
legal training or professional at- 
tainments, have no right to as- 
sume a knowledge or competency 
they do not possess. 

Neither businessmen nor the U. 
S. Treasury will be fooled by this 
campaign when they understand 
the facts. The accepted rules 
which have been working well and 
have been in effect for so many 
years, should not be changed so 
as to permit a Federal bureau to 
give a limited license to practice 
law and supersede the public pro- 
tections which every state has giv- 
en to each citizen in this field.

Good Response to Institute on 
Internal Revenue Code 
Response by the press, televi- 

sion and radio to the Institute on 

the Internal Revenue Code of 1954, 

held in Omaha in July, was very 

gratifying. 

Advance stories of the institute 
were carried by many newspapers 
throughout the state. A few days 
before the institute opened the 
World-Herald used pictures of two 
of the speakers to illustrate one 
of their many advance stories. 

One day prior to the institute 
television stations WOW-TV and 
KMTV were on hand at the mu- 
nicipal airport in Omaha to film 
the welcoming of the institute 
panel members. Both motion pic- 
tures and still pictures were taken 
of the ceremonies. From this first 
day until the final session of the 


institute both television stations 
carried daily stories of the insti- 
tute’s progress illustrated with 
photos taken by their staff photog- 
raphers and the Nebraska State 
Bar Association’s Public Service 
Director. 

A World-Herald reporter was as- 
signed to cover the institute and 
wrote two interview stories a day 
while the meeting was in session. 
Each of the visiting panel mem- 
bers was interviewed and photo- 
graphed by staff photographers. 
Two pictures taken by the Public 
Service Director were also printed 
in the paper. The stories and 
pictures appeared in all editions 
of the paper. 

Television station KMTV took 
two sound film interviews of panel 
members for use on its news pro- 
grams. The panel members inter- 
viewed were H. C. Kilpatrick and 
E. S. Cohen. Lloyd W. Kennedy 
and E. S. Cohen were interviewed 
on a Friday afternoon telecast of 
“A Woman’s View” by Jean Sulli- 
van. The interview lasted approxi- 
mately fifteen minutes. 

A very fine television program 
was produced by television station 
WOW-TV. The program, entitled, 
“TV News Conference” lasted one 
half hour and featured two of the 
institute panel members, H. C. Kil- 
patrick and W. A. Slowinski, an- 
swering questions put to them by 
three of WOW-TV’s top newsmen; 
James McGaffin, Dick Mittaur and 
Steve Murphy. 
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Radio station WOW used a 
five minute recorded interview of 
Laurens Williams with Farm Edi- 
tor Arnold Peterson. 

The United Press, Associated 
Press and _ International News 
Service all carried advance stories 


on their teletype wires and were 
in daily contact during the insti- 
tute with the Public Service Di- 
rector. Stories carried by the wire 
services were used by radio sta- 
tions throughout the state and also 
by several daily newspapers. 


AMERICAN BAR ASSOCIATION NEWS 


House of Delegates of the Amer- 
ican Bar Association 

A Topical Summary of Actions by the 

House of Delegates at the 77th Annual 

Meeting of the American Bar Associa- 

tion in Chicago, Aug. 16-20, 1954 

Code for Congressional Investi- 
gations—After extensive debate 
the House approved a_ proposed 
“fair play” code of procedure for 
Congressional investigations. The 
code was recommended by the 
ABA’s Special Committee on In- 
dividual Rights as Affected by Na- 
tional Security, under the chair- 
manship of Whitney North Sey- 
mour of New York. It was drafted 
following a thorough study of two 
years’ duration. 

The code as approved by the 
House is designed to establish a 
uniform set of rules to govern all 
Congressional inquiries to protect 
the rights of witnesses, to assure 
them representation by counsel, 
and to permit them to refuse to 
testify before television cameras 
or radio microphones. The code 
also embraces the adequacy of reso- 
lutions setting forth the subject 
matter to be investigated, major- 
ity control of committee proce- 
dures, and the rights of third par- 
ties. One significant amendment 
adopted by the House provides 


that where a third party is men- 
tioned by witnesses, counsel or 
committee members in such man- 
ner as to defame him, or injure 
his reputation, such third party 
would have the right to “request 
that he be subpoenaed to testify 
in his own behalf * * *.” Should 
that request be dénied the third 
party would have the privilege of 
filing with the Committee a sworn 
statement which would become a 
part of the record. 

As amended, the recommenda- 
tions will now be gubmitted to the 
Congress for consideration at the 
next Congressional session. 


Group Insurance—The House ap- 
proved without opposition a report 
of the Special Committee for a 
Group Life Insurance Contract, 
submitted by Chairman William 
Clarke Mason of Philadelphia. The 
House authorized the committee to 
present to the membership of the 
Association a plan under which 
members under 56 years of age 
could purchase up to $2,000 of life 
insurance without medical exam- 
ination. The insurance would be 
written by a major insurance com- 
pany, and through the group ar- 
rangement at a rate lower than 
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would ordinarily apply. The poll 
of ABA members will determine 
the number wishing to enroll in 
the group plan. The plan is not 
expected to be declared effective 
unless the enrolled membership 
shall be adequate to permit an in- 
surance rate of not more than $10 
per thousand dollars of insurance. 
The contract could become opera- 
tive when 75 percent of the mem- 
bership in certain states enrolled. 
Under the $2,000 “package” pro- 
gram, $1,000 would be paid upon 
the member’s death to his named 
beneficiary, and $1,000 to a trustee 
for the American Bar Endowment 
and the American Bar Foundation 
to help in financing research and 
operation of the American Bar 
Center. 


Circular 230—One of the most 
significant actions of the House 
was its unanimous vote to wage a 
vigorous fight against the prac- 
tice of law by laymen. For many 
years Circular 230 of the Treasury 
department, setting forth regula- 
tions governing the department, 
has contained the phrase “* * * 
nothing in this part shall be con- 
strued as authorizing persons not 
members of the bar to practice 
law.” In the last session of Con- 
gress, HR 9922 was introduced to 
direct the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to prescribe by regulations the 
qualifications, rules of practice and 
standards of ethical conduct appli- 
cable to persons who assist tax- 
payers, and prohibit the Secretary 
from denying the right to engage 
in such activities “solely be- 


cause he is not a member of any 
particular profession or calling.” 
Upon the recommendation of the 
Section of Taxation, the House 
adopted a resolution declaring the 
proposed bill would require the 
Treasury to “sanction the practice 
of law by laymen.” It directed 
that the President of the Associa- 
tion be empowered to appoint a 
special committee to oppose the 
proposal at the next session of 
Congress. During the debate it 
was asserted HR 9922 represents 
the “greatest challenge to the legal 
profession since the court packing 
issue.”

Communism—After brisk de- 
bate, the House tabled the propo- 
sal that the Association go on rec- 
ord as favoring the teaching of the 
theory and practice of Communism 
in the schools in conjunction with 
instruction in American govern- 
ment. The decision was by voice 
vote, after several attempts to 
modify the terms of the proposal 
were rejected. The American Citi- 
zenship Committee, which recom- 
mended the teaching program, de- 
clared it would strengthen democ- 
racy by exposing the weaknesses 
and fallacies of communism; op- 
ponents contended the plan was 
fraught with danger because some 
teachers might be inadequately 


prepared and because the plan 
might be used as a vehicle for 
communist propaganda. 

In another report dealing with 
communism, former U. S. Senator 
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O’Conor of Maryland, chairman of 
the Special Committee on Com- 
munist Tactics, Strategy and Ob- 
jectives, again urged state and lo- 
cal bar associations to take disci- 
plinary action against lawyers who 
are admitted communists or who 
invoke the Fifth Amendment. 
O’Conor said Attorney General 
Brownell had taken the position 
that it was not the primary respon- 
sibility of the Department of Jus- 
tice to initiate disciplinary pro- 
ceedings, but rather that the states 
should do so and that upon the 
successful conclusion of such pro- 
ceedings, the federal government 
would follow suit. He said the 
ABA committee urged that “state 
and local bar associations should 
commence immediately disciplin- 
ary proceedings against all law- 
yer members who have taken ad- 
vantage of the Fifth Amendment.” 


Specialization—Upon the recom- 
mendation of the Board of Gover- 
nors, the House deferred action on 
the proposal that there be estab- 
lished a “Council of Legal Spe- 
cialists” to recognize and define 
standards of experience and edu- 
cation for practititioners in various 
specialty fields. The Board reported 
to the House that it was recom- 
mending postponement of consid- 
eration of the proposal at this time 
in order to give interested groups 
and individuals an opportunity to 
be heard on the subject. - Arrange- 
ments were made for hearings to 
be held Oct. 14 in Chicago, before 
the full membership of the Board 
of Governors. This will be the 


day preceding the Oct. 15-16 regu- 
lar meeting of the Board, the first 
to be held in the new American 
Bar Center. 


Criminal Justice—Associate Jus- 
tice Robert H. Jackson, chairman 
of the special committee of the 
ABA on the Administration of 
Criminal Justice, reported to the 
House that the planning phase of 
the committee’s long-range study 
has been completed and that “we 
have every expectation that funds 
will be obtained to make the proj- 
ect possible.” Directors of the Ford 
Foundation are scheduled to con- 
sider the pending application for 
a grant to finance the study at a 
meeting in October. Justice Jack- 
son observed: “The need for over- 
hauling our criminal procedures is 
apparent in each day’s news; the 
dissatisfaction with our criminal 
law and its administration mounts 
daily. It seems certain that pub- 
lic indignation will force legislation 
to deal with some of these prob- 
lems in the near future. If it is 
to be wise legislation, it is im- 
portant that a careful factual foun- 
dation be made available.” 


Social Security—The Sharp divi- 
sion within the profession on the 
issue of including lawyers within 
the framework of the federal so- 
cial security system was reflected 
in debate on that issue. The Com- 
mittee on Unemployment and So- 
cial Security, headed by Chairman 
Allen L. Oliver of Cape Girardeau, 
Mo., recommended that the House 
go on record as reaffirming its 
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traditional opposition to the inclu- 
sion of lawyers in the system. Dele- 
gate Earl F. Morris, Columbus, O., 
proposed instead that the House 
favor voluntary inclusion if possi- 
ble, and mandatory inclusion if 
necessary. After extended debate, 
the House accepted neither posi- 
tion, but voted to refer the ques- 
tion to the National Conference of 
Bar Presidents for a sampling of 
sentiment and a report to the 
House later. The vote on referral 
was 69 to 45. Meanwhile, the new 
social security legislation enacted 
by Congress in the closing days of 
the session excludes self-employed 
members of the legal profession, 
but does include certain other pro- 
fessional groups.

Other ections of the House in- 
cluded: 

Adopted a resolution by Dele- 
gate Cuthbert S. Baldwin of Louis- 
iana condemning “personal injury 
damage suit rackets” and author- 
izing the appointment of a special 
committee to investigate them. 


The resolution said the “rackets” 
involve “improper and unethical 
practices by lawyers and illegal 
improper activities by laymen who 


are alleged to be associated with 
such lawyers in the solicitation and 
handling of personal injury 
claims,” and that these activities 
“tend to create a scandal and bring 
the legal profession into disrepute.” 
The resolution added that where 
investigation disclosed improper 
practices on the part of lawyers 
who are members of ABA their 
names be referred to the Commit- 
tee on Ethics and Grievances with 
a view to expulsion from the As- 
sociation, and also to the appropri- 
ate state and local bar associations 
for disciplinary action. 


Adopted a resolution presented 
by Arthur VD. Chamberlain and 
Whitney North Seymour, both of 
New York, requesting the Commit- 
tee on Ethics and Grievances to 
consider an amendment to Canon 
20 which would condemn as un- 
professional press releases and 
public statements “the publication 
of which may interfere with a fair 
trial in the courts or the due ad- 


ministration of justice.” This rec- 
ommendation had previously been 
approved by the New York State 
Bar Association and the Bar of the 
City of New York. It would ap-

Legal Aid Bureau Reopened 

The Legal Aid Bureau of Lincoln 
was reopened the second week of 
September. The Bureau, which is 
operated by the College of Law 
in cooperation with the Lincoln 
Barrister’s Club, is under new di- 


rection this year. Emory P. Bur- 
nett has been named Associate Di- 
rector, replacing Professor E. 
Dwight Morgan, whose resignation 
from the faculty was announced 
in a previous issue of this publica- 
tion. 
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The College is constantly seek- 
ing ways of expanding this public 
service. According to a recent sta- 
tistical study, conducted on a na- 
tionwide basis, the case load han- 
dled by the Lincoln Bureau is very 
low compared to similar bureaus 
elsewhere. This may be taken as 
an indication that the Bureau is 
failing to reach many individuals 
properly entitled to its services. 
Any assistance that the bar can 
give in reaching more of these 
people, or advice on how to ac- 
complish this, will be appreciated 
by the Bureau. 


Prof. David Dow Appointed 

Acting Dean 

Professor David Dow has been 
appointed acting Dean of the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska College of Law 
during the absence of Dean Ed- 
mund O. Belsheim.

1912, Dean Dow received his A.B. 
in 1933 and his J.D. in 1936 from 
the University of Michigan. He 
practiced law in New York, N. Y. 
with the firm of Cadwalader, Wick- 
ersham & Taft from 1936-1944. 
From 1944 until 1946 he served as 
Assistant to the Director, Los Ala- 
mos Laboratories, Manhattan Dis- 
trict. 

Dean Dow joined the faculty of 
the University of Nebraska Col- 
lege of Law in 1946 as an Associate 
Professor of Law. Since 1947 he 
has been a Professor of Law. 

Dean Dow will take the place of 
Dean Edmund O. Belsheim, who 
will be on leave of absence dur- 
ing the period September 1, 1954 
to June 1, 1955 at which time he 
will be at New York University 
School of Law, as a visiting profes- 
sor teaching corporations.

Moot Court Team Prepares for 

Title Defense 

Last year at this time a Nebraska 
student Moot Court team was 
rather timidly preparing to enter 
(for our first time) a Regional 
Inter-Law School Moot Court 
Competition in St. Louis, with the 
faintest hope of surviving into the 
New York National Finals. This 
year our new team is calmly buck- 
ling down to defend. Nebraska’s 
title as National Champion. The 
team (Albert Blessing of Ord, 
Allan Garfinkle of Leavenworth, 
Kansas, and Robert Johnson of 
Omaha) is working on an extreme- 
ly difficult labor law problem: 
Does the Taft-Hartly Act or the 
First Amendment of the Federal 
Constitution preclude a state court 
from enjoining, at the suit of an 
employer, organizational picketing 
by a union which the employer’s 
workers do not want to join? 

The competition will begin in 
November in St. Louis between 14 
law schools (among them Creigh- 
ton, University of Missouri, Wash- 


ington University, University of 
Kentucky, Kansas University). A 
brief is written on a side selected 
by the students, but whether they 
will be petitioners or respondents 
in any given stage of the competi- 
tion is a matter of the luck of a 
draw. 

Should we be successful in St. 
Louis, the team will go to New 
York in December to compete in 
the National Final Rounds with 
the survivors of the twelve regions. 
We hope to retain possession of 
the extremely handsome John C. 
Knox cup which now graces the 
law school, and to win the $500 
prize. If the quality of competi- 
tion and of the benches is as strong 
as last year the boys have an in- 
teresting winter ahead of them.

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Honest Oversight 


LLOYD PAUL STRYKER, the renowned criminal lawyer, in 
his book ''The Art of Advocacy" recently published by 
Simon and Schuster recounts in Chapter XI! a case he 
argued before the Appellate Division of the Third Depart- 
ment of the New York Supreme Court. 


In his opposing brief, the Attorney General of New York 
cited a case which had been decided by the same court 
and which was directly opposed to Mr. Stryker's conten- 
tions. Upon consulting SHEPARD'S CITATIONS, however, 
Mr. Stryker discovered that that case had been reversed 
by unanimous action of the New York Court of Appeals.
